The public school sys- 
of Canada has broken down 
ause the attention of the child- 
attending cannot be success- 
ly concentrated on their studies, | 
t so! With the attention of} 
th teacher and children diffused 
such a wide range of sub- 
sts, and so many of them, a mir- 
le would be needed to secure 
tentrated attention upon any 
of'them; and much more so on all 
of them. Under the modern system 
the number of studies has been 
multiplied so greatly that there 
ig no possibility of the pupil reach- 
ing actual efficiency in any of 
them. The natura! tendency of 
hnmanity is to cease effort to at- 
tain the impossible. As the number 
of studies has been increased and 
the variety widened interest has of 
necessity slackened with the re- 
sult shown by the examinations. 

Present conditions are not the 
fruit of one year. They are the re- 
sult of years of misdirected educa- 
tional effort. Every fad and 
fancy that an energetic canvasser 
could unload on a_ Provincial 
3oard or Minister of Education. 
has been so loaded. The burden} 
has been added to that already 
borne by teachers and children 
until finally there has been a 
breakdown, Or rather the con- 
dition of breakdown that has 
existed for years cannot be longer 
concealed, 

To learn to speak and write 
correctly and to become measur- 
ably expert in arithmetic, was 
formerly considered to be the chief 
reason for attendance at public 
school. No doubt there are still 
people who think that our schools 
are maintained to teach these 
things. Such back numbers 
should know that neither teacher, 
nor children have time to waste 
on the attainment of efficiency in 
such common matters. The public 
school is run as a preparatory to 
the high school and university ;| 
not as a place in which knowledge | 
useful to the citizen in ordinary 
life can be secured. 

How many of the candidates 
who have just passed in grade 
eight can write a readily legible 
hand at a fair rate of speed? How 
many of them ean add up a long 
column of figures quickly and cor- 
rectly? How many speak with fair 
regard to the proper usages of 
the English language, with a dis- 
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tinct, enunciation and correct} 
pronounciation. Possibly ten per 
cent and possibly very much less. 

The public schools of Canada 
have been run by faddists for 
faddists long enough. The results 
have been deplorable, and are get- 
ting worse. Apparently the break- 
ing point has been reached. It is 
to be hoped that Hon. Mr. Smith's 
frank statement of the case will 
be followed by effective action to 
remedy a condition that should 
never have arisen, and that at last 
has become impossible. 
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The Exchange 
Wheat. 


The reasons for the fluctuations 
in the rate of exchange are diffi- 
cult to understand, But the facts 
are not. If we want to make a 
payment due in the United States 
the amount of the exchange in 
Sanadian money must be added to 
the amount of the bill. If after 
visiting the United States on our 
return we have with us apy Unit- 
ed States currency we find that it, 
is worth as much more than its 
face value in Canadian currency 
as the exchange rate, less banking 
charges of course. 

In comparing the price of any 
article in Canada and in the United 
States account must be taken of 
the rate of exchange. If a United 
States article is sold in Canada the 
exchange rate must be added to 
the price. If a Canadian article 
is sold in the United States the 
money received is worth the ex- 
change rate more than the face 
value, on being brought into Can- 
ada. 

In the fall of 1919 when Cana- 
dian farmers residing near the| 
boundary were hauling their 
wheat by team to United States 
elevators the price they received 
was worth to them the amount of 
the rate of exchange in addition to 
the face value. When the exchange 
rate was ten per cent. if the farmer 
received a _ two-dollar United 
States bill for a bushel of wheat 
when he returned to Canada his} 
two dollar bill was worth $2.20 in|

President Tory, with facts 
an figures, revealed the wonderful 
advancement made by the university 
of Alberta during te twelve years 0: 
Its existence and expressed particular 
pleasure that the business men of Ed- 
monton were showing a general in- 
terest in the work being conducted by 
the institution.

The Minneapolis market was 
open all year at the prices quoted | 
in Monday’s issue of The Bulletin. | 
If the Canadian wheat crop was 
not sold there after December 15th 
the fault was that of the Canadian 
wheat board not that of the Min- 
neapolis market. If half the es- 
timated crop, or 75 million bushels} 
had been sold before December! 
15th, 1919, when the U.S. embargo| 
was removed, there still remained 
75 millions more to sell, that was 
worth the exchange rate in addi- 
tion to the price.

COAL SHORTAGE 
TILL EXISTING IK 
EASTERN CANADA 


Ottawa, Aug. 10—-(C. P.)— 
While there has been and still is, 
to some extent, a coal shortage in 
Eastern Canada, the output in 
Western Canada continues to be 
satisfactory. During the first six 
months of 1918 there was pro- 
duced in the province of Alberta 
2,897,950 tons of coal; during the 
same period of 1919, 2,068,907 
tons were produced, while during 
the same period of 1920 the out- 
put of the Alberta mines was 3,- 
043,940 tons, 

The increased demand haa, 
however, quite kept pace with the 
increased output, inasmuch 1s 
Alberta coal is being used almost 
entirely as far east as the bead of 
the Great Lakes, which supsanti- 
ally aids in relieving the acute 
situation in Eastern

Soviet Government Entitled to Take into Account Facts 
of Attacks by Poles on Russia in Any Conditions of 
Peace—Allies However Will Not Stand for Re-parti- 
tion of Poland. 


London, Aug. 10—‘‘I am still hopeful of peace,’’ were the opéning 
words of Premier Lloyd-George Tuesday, with regard to the 
Polish crisis in the House of Commons, 

The House was crowded, and the tension was high in anticipation 
of the premier’s ‘‘ peace or war statement.’’ M. Krassin and Kameneff, 
of the Rugsian Soviet delegation here, were in the stranger’s gallery. 

Mr. Lloyd-George declared the Polish attack was not justified in 
the opinion of the British government, and that the Soviet govern- 
ment, in any condition of peace, was entitled to take into account the 
facts of the attacks made by the Poles upon Russia, and that those 
attacks were delivered despite the warnings of the Allies to Poland.

Measures in Case ase Crushing Terms 
Are Asked Are Discussed 
at Confernece 


Paris, Ang. 10.—It is understood 
that Premier Lloyd George and Pre- 
mier Millerand agreed upon steps to 
be taken in the event the Bolsheviki 
seek to impose crushing termg- on 
Poland at Minsk on Wednesday, says 
a Havas dispatch from Hythe. These 
steps consist of a naval blockade of 
Russia by the British fieet, aided by 
French destroyers, Neighboring neu- 
tral nations, such as Sweden, Den- 
mark and Norway, would be asked to 
suspend exports to Russia, and thus 
aid the ight against the world danger 
of Bolshevism, and eventually the al- 
Iles may appeal to Gefmany to effect 
the isolation of Russ'a by land. 

Another measure considered con- 
sists of forming a defensive front 
against Russia by appealing to Letvia, 
Lithuania, Caucasus and Azerbaijan 
as well as other states formerly parts 
of the Russian empire. General 
Wrangel, the anti-Bolshevik leader in 
southern Russia, would be supported 
by both England and France, and 
Poland would naturally rece've every 
material and moral aid. If she should 
be cut off from WDanzig, materials 
might be sent to her through Czecho- 
Slovakia. There was no question of 
sending French and British troops to 
Poland, Should the Bolsheviki con- 
tinue a stubborn and provocative at- 
titude, the Soviet trade mission in 
London will be given a week to leave 

|; that city, and the commercial nego- 
tiations, which might have been soon | 
transformed into political conversa- 
tions, would be broken off. | 

“The premiers at one ttme,” the | 
Havas dispatch adds, “considered ap- | 
pealing to the Leagne of Nations to}
